IndianapoiiIb, April 25.—The demo> 
oratic state convention to-morrow will 
witness something entirely new to the 
party. 
The oonvention promises to be 
one of the largest held in many years. 
More prominent democrats have been 
attracted to this city than have ever 
gathered at any other assemblage of the 
kind. 
Almost every politician of any 
note has secured headquarters here and 
the different contests are the liveliest 
known to the party for years. 
The dele- 
gates are about all in to-day and the dis- 
tricts are shaping their aff-iirs. 


The gubernatorial contest is the one 
of particular interest just now. 
There 
will be three candidates formally pre- 
sented to the convention and two others 
voted for, although they will not be 
regularly placed in nomination. 
The 
candidates who will receive a '-send ofí" 
are Colonel C. C. Matson, Captain W. 
R. Myers and ex-Congressman Thomas 
Cobb. 
Of those who will be voted for 
without being formally presented are 
Judge Niblack and Congressman By- 
num. 


The real contest for the nomination, 
however, will be between Mat on and 
Myers, with the chances very materially 
iu favor of Matson. 
This contest will 
be a peculiar one. 
Both men have 
strong backing, and the backers of each 
are leaving nothing undone, in the way 
of proving the especially strong quali- 
ties of their candidafc<'. 
So far every- 
thing is, to a conside rable extent, 
en- 
veloped in doubt 
Matson, however, 
appears to have the call, and as things 
stand now, he will receive the nomina- 
tion. 


Next to this is the contest for auditor 
of the State, and then comes that be- 
tween Senator French and Professor 
Marlowe for superintendent of public 
instruction. These are the positions that 
will really be fought for, although there 
is a rather spirited afiFair for attorney 
general, between Jobn R. Wilson and 
Green Smith. 


In the Sentinel 
to-day Hon. J. H. 
Rice gives his version of Mr. Munson's 
withdrawal. 
Mr. Dougherty endorses 
what Mr. Rice says and then Mr. Mun- 
Bon reiterates the reasons of his declina- 
tion and reconsideration. 
Hon. Eli W. 
Brown, too, gives his version of the state 
auditorship contest and things are warm- 
ing up. 


Of course the indorsement of Governor 
Gray as a vice presidential candidate is 
largely discussed, but ex-Senator Mc 
Donald's letter creates much talk and 
may complicate things. 
Mr. McDon- 
ald was defeated for a delegate to the 
state ^convention. 
Mr. McDonald en- 
tered the race as an avowed opponent 
of Governor Gray. 
He was defeated. 
It was a bitter defeat, and last night in 
leaving Indianapolis, the senator left be- 
hind a letter which can not but create a 
decided sensation. 
In this letter Mr. 
McDonald strikes a last blow at Gov- 
ernor Gray. 
He has apparently over- 
looked the fact that all there is in poli- 
tics is that of the present 
He has been 
beaten, and the party and everything 
else is lost sight of in that detail. 


Senator McDonald on Governor Gray. 


iNDTANAPOiiis, Ind., Aprü 25.—Ex- 
Senator McDonald i&sues the following 
K tter to the Associated Press: 
To My Democratic Friends of Indiana: 


It has not often been necessary for 
me to address you upon matters that 
may seem to some extent personal, and 
if what I say to you on this oocasiou 
should be a departure from that ruie I 
tbiak yon will agree with me that the 
circumstances jastiiy. 


It is more than forty years since I first 
took an active part in support of the 
democratic party in this state, where al- 
most my whole life has t>een passed, and 
from that time down to the present there 
have been few if any of its state conven- 
tions that I have not attended and no 
general canvass in which I have not 
taken a part 


The reason why I shall not be with 
you in oonvention on Thursday of this 
week is perhaps be.ter known to oihers 
than to myselt 
I know of no reason 
for this defeat, except that it was well 
understood that I did not favor the 
movement inaugurated some time since 
to put the democratic party in Indiana 
into the novel and false position of ac- 
tively seeking the second place on the 
presidential ticket, and especially as it 
was known also that if I went into the 
convention as a delegate I would oppose 
any movement looking to that result If 
it was the ^ p e of those who were iiV 
strumental in preventing me from 
coming a delegate to the oonvention 
that in so doing they would succeed in 
silencing me on this subject they will 
find that they have been greatly mis- 
rakeb. 
I feel too deep an interest in the 
history, the past record, and the future 
of the democratic party of Indiana to be 
silent upon so grave a question, and £ 
can not believe that the representatives 
of that party who meet here this week 
will sacrifice its honor and its dignity to 
the ambition of one man. 


In the last three national conventions 
Indiana has been favored by being rep- 
resented in the second plaoe on the 
presidential ticket, but in every instance 
it has been the act of the national oon- 
vention, unsought by the demooratio 
party of Indiana and unsolioited by its 
representatives in those conventions. 
It 
may be that the oonvention at S t Louis 
may find it to be the meet and proper 
thing to select a candidate for vice presi- 
dent from this state, bat it should 
the 
aot oí the national oonveotioD, and the 


delegates that your oonvention send to 
it should be left free and nntrammeled 
to act for the beet interests of the party. 
States compete for presidential honors, 
but it is peculiarly the duty of the 
national oonvention to select the vice 
presidential candidate, and should dis- 
trust the fitness of anyone for that posi- 
tion who should deoome actively a can- 
didate for i t 


In making that selection the oonven- 
tion ought not to be in any manner 
trammeled by instructions or influenced 
by importunities. 
It is a compliment to 
the person selected; a detriment to the 
democratic party of the state from which 
he is chosen. 
It is a burthen imposed 
upon them without any corresponding 
benefit, unless the 
contingency 
for 
which the office was created should hap- 
pen—that there is a vacancy in the pres- 
idential office, and no right minded man 
would seek the position in the hope of 
any such event as that 


1 have already suggeated that it is im- 
possible the national convention may 
again select from Indiana a vioe-presi 
dential candidate, but why should there 
be any attempt on the part of the dem- 
ocracy of the state to forestall that selec- 
tion? 
The convention should be left 
untrammeled to select from the hundred 
or more of devoted lifedong democrats 
of the state, whose character and ability 
entitle them to such honor as the selec 
tion would confer. 


I feel more freedom in speaking plain- 
ly to you from the fact that I shall never 
again be a candidate or an applicant for 
any office, and therefore, you must know 
that what I have said upon this subject 
is prompted only by the interest I feel 
in the welfare of that grand old party, 
of which it has always been my pride to 
be a member. 
I have spoken to many 
democrats and find none who do not 
agree with me, but there is a reluctance 
on the part of most men to speak out, 
lest it might have an injurious effect 
upon the harmony of the party. 
No 
member of the democratic party takes a 
deeper interest in its harmony and suc- 
cess than I do, but even that should not 
be purchased at the expense of the 
honor and dignity of the party. 


President Cleveland will undoubtedly 
be renominated and will be elected un- 
less weighed down by a running mate 
such as the movement in this state in 
favor of Governor Gray proposes to fnr- 
nish him. 
The democratic party of In 
diana has it in its power to carry the 
state, but has no margin to spare in a 
vain endeavor to feed the insatiate ambi- 
tion of Governor Gray, whose political 
record shows no higher purpose or aim 
than 
personal 
aggrandizement, 
and 
whose cry. since he has oonneoted him- 
self with the democratic party, has been 
that of the horse-leeoh, and whose plate, 
like that of OUvor Twist, is always *'held 
up for more."

*To be an orator is a thing not half so 
difficult to master as some people think 
it is," said ex-Senator B. K. Broca

"To be an orator is a thing not half so 
difficult to master as some people think 
it is," said ex-Senator B. |L BruceL 
"Of course I don't mean to say," ha 
continued, "that everybody can becom#- 
a Gladstone, a Cicero, or a Demosthe- 
nes—those men are phenomenal. 
To 
speak in public is something wUch a 
great many people iraairine to be one 
of the hardest tasks to accomplish, and 
yet it is very ea.sy.

WJi'^ii I returned liome I 
put it quietlj in the lire, and that was

Mr. Barnum is described as "a hearty, 
healthy, sturdy man, seemingly in the 
neighborhood of 60 years old. 
lie has a 
florid 
face, smooth shaven, having re 
cently removed his snowy, closely cropped 
beard. 
lie is tall and well built and a 
slight rotundity of stomach is suggestive 
of a good appetite and conscience."

has recently been to St. Louis to inspect 
the place of the coming meeting of the 
Democratic national convention. 
He was 
driven to the Exposition buUding and es- 
corted through the different halls, nave 
and aisles.

not particular how they come.

ments to advantage in the south, and on 
this platform he has just captured the 
Mississippi convention, and \vill in all 
probability get the votes of most of the 
southern states.

The dele- 
gates are about all in to-day and the d«- 
triols are shaping their affairs. 


The gubernatorial contest is the one 


of partiealar Interest just now. There 
will be three candidates formally pre- 
sented to the oonrention andtwoothen 
voted for, although they will not he 
regularly placed in nomination. The 
candidates who will receive a '-Bend off" 
are Colonel O. 0. Motion, Captain W. 
B. Myen and ez-CongKmman Thomas 
Cobb. Of these who will be voted for 
without being formally presented we 
Judge Niblack and Congressman By- 
nnm. 


The real contest for. the nomination, 


however, will be between Matron and 
Myen,'with the chances very materially 
iu favor of Matson. 
This contest will 


be a peculiar one. 
Both men have 


strong backing, and the baoken of each 
are leaving nothing undone, hi the way 
of proving the especially strong quali- 
ties of tbelr candidate.

Senator McDonald issues the following 
otter to the Associated Press: 
To Mr Democratic Friends of Indiana: 


It has not oiten been necessary for 


me to address yon upon matters that 
nay seem to some extent personal, and 
If what I say to yon on this occasion 
should be a departure from that rule I 
thiuk yon will agree with me that the 
circumstances justify. 


It is more than forty yean since I first 


took an active part in support of the 
democratic, party In tula state, where al- 
most my whole life has been pawed, and 
Erom that time down to. the present there 
lave been few if any of its state conven- 
tions that I have not attended and no 
general canvass in which I have not 
taken a part. 


The reason why I shall not be with 


you in convention on Thursday of this 
week is perhaps better known to others 
than to myself. I know of no reason 
for this defeat, except that it was well 
understood that I did not favor the 
movement inaugurated some time since 
to put the democratic party in Indiana 
into the novel and false position of ac- 
tively seeking the second pUoe on the 
presidential tiokoj, and especially as it 
was known also that If I went into the 
convention as a delegate I would oppose 
any movement looking to that result. If 
it was the hope of those who were in/ 
strnmental in preventing me from be- 
coming a delegate to the convention 
that in so doing they would succeed in 
silencing me on this subject they will 
find.that they have been greatly mis- 
taken. I feel too deep an interest in the 
history, the past record, and the future 
of the demooratio party of Indiana to be 
silent upon BO grave a question, and I 
can not believe that the representatives 
of that party who meet here this week 
will sacrifice ita honor and its dignity to 
the ambition of one man. 


In the last three national conventions. 


Indiana has been favored by being rep- 
resented in the second place on the 
presidential ticket, but in avery Instance 
it has been the act ol the national con- 
vention, unsought by the demooratlo 
party of Indiana and unsolicited by its 
representatives in thone conventions. It 
may be that the convention at St. Loots 
may find It to bo the meet and proper 
thing to select a candidate for vice presi- 
dent Irom this state, but it should be the 
act ol the national convention, and the 


delegate* that TOUT convention send to 
•it should be left free and nutrammeled 
to act for the best interests of the party 
States compete tor presidential honors 
bnt it is peculiarly the duty of the 
national convention to select the vice 
presidential candidate, and should dis- 
trust the fitnets of anyone for that posi 
Mon who should deoome actively a can- 
didate for It 


In making that selection the conven- 


tion ought not to be to any manner 
trammeled by Instructions or influenced 
by Importunities. It is a compliment to 
the person selected; a detriment to the 
democratic party of the state bom which 
he is chosen. It is a burthen imposed 
upon them without any corresponding 
benefit, unless the contingency ' for 
which the office was created should hap- 
pen—that there is a vacancy in thepres. 
idential office, and no right minded man 
would seek the position to the hope of 
any snob event aa that 


1 have already suggested that it to Im- 


possible the national convention may 
again select from Indiana a vice-presi- 
dential candidate, bnt why should then 
be any attempt on the part of the dem- 
ocracy of the state to forestall that selec- 
tion? 
The convention should be left 


nntrammeled to select from the hundred 
or more of devoted life-long democrats 
of the state, whose character and ability 
entitle them to such honor as the selec- 
tion wonld confer. 


I feel more freedom to speaking plain- 


ly to you from the fact that I shall never 
again be a candidate or an applicant for 
any office, and therefore, you most know 
that what I have said upon this subject 
i* prompted only by the Interest I feel 
fa the welfare of that grand old party, 
ot which It has always been my pride to 
be a member. I have spoken to many 
democrats and find none who do not 
agree with me, bnt then to a reluctance 
on the part of most men to apeak out, 
lest it might have an injurious effect 
upon the harmony of the party.

member of the democratic party takes* 
deeper interest to its harmony and' suc- 
cess than I do, but even that should not 
be purchased at the expence of the 
honor and dignity ot the party.
